the name of the True Spirit—God, by 
church organizations which, in their 
colossal ignorance and superstition, 
would have the world believe that the 
Great Creator of this universe, after 
having made a mistake when he made 
man, drowned him out like a rat ina 
trap, and then proceeded to make an- 
other man, who turned out to be so 
bad that God Himself—think of it— 
the Great Creative Spirit of all Life, 
was required by Himself to come down 
to the earth, being born of a virgin, 
and then to be brutally killed on a 
cross, in order to save the man He 
had created twice, failing in each in- 
stance to make a “good” man. Such 
as that is not true religion, nor is the 
one alluded to the True Spirit of God. 
So when I use the word “God,” please 
do not hook it up with the alleged 
“gods” of antiquity. 

The Great God of this universe, 
millions of years ago, Was at work on 
this universe making it as wonderful 
as it is today. Instead of man being a 
“lost soul” as the churches teach, he 
is the greatest creation God ever 
made—and God Almighty lives in 
each man, manifesting in that man as 
Life. Hitler knows that this world is 
about to become acquainted with the 
True Spirit of God, and he knows 
that when that happens, he will go 
down to an everlasting shame. So he 
wants to drive from off the earth, 
everything God stands for—peace, 
love, justice, joy, happiness, freedom 
—all these must go, according to Mad- 
man Hitler and his allies. But they 
will not go—they will predominate 
over Hitler. 

Let me make my Students a predic- 
tion. This man Hitler and his allies 
will carry everything before them. 
The world of peace-loving nations 
will be faced with a combination of 
Russia, Italy and Germany, 


Japan, 


and under this combina- 
tion they cannot stand up. 
Hitler will beat the Al- 
lies. Italy will enter the 
war sooner or later. Ja- 
pan will attack the Unit- 
ed States. The whole 
thing will look hopeless, and the one 
organization which will be the most 
despondent will be the churches of 
all denominations — especially the 
Christian church. For it will finally 
realize that there exists no power, 
either in itself or in its “crucified 
god,” to do one single thing to stop 
this mad march of brutality and 
wholesale murder. It will look in vain 
to the skies for Jesus to come back. 
The Hindoo will look in vain for 
Chrishna to come back, and the rest 
of the organizations which follow after 
“erucified gods” will all look in vain 
for their return. Not having existed 
in the first place, and not being “A 
heaven,” naturally they cannot come 
back to earth, and if they could, there 
would be nothing they could do to 
stop these madmen who believe that 
might makes right. 

No, this is not a war—it is a revo- 
lution against every semblance of free 
civilization. It is a revolution against 
God. I have no objection to anyone 
revolting against “crucified gods,” for 
they have been the curse of the hu- 
man race, in that they have usurped 
the True Spirit of God. They have 
attempted to take the place of God, 
and, not being true, they never have 
been able to do that. So the passing 
of religions which rely on old pagan 
myths of ‘crucified gods” is all right 
—I have nothing to say about that. 
Hitler can conquer those “gods” and 
he can conquer those who follow after 
such “gods.” 

But it so happens that Hitler now is 
up against the Power of the True 
Living God. He is not up against some 
chureh-created “god,” but he is up 
against the real thing this time; for, 
through the “Psychiana’”’ Movement, 
the truths of the Living Spirit—God, 
are finally being brought to the earth, 
and instead of having to reckon with 
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The Bible 


Suit was started in the courts in a 
large eastern city recently for the 
sum of $1,000 which some minister 
had offered to anyone proving one 
scientific error in the bible. This was 
evidently one of those rash state- 
ments which many traveling evangel- 
ists seem wont to make. A gentleman 
took the preacher up and sent him 51 
scientific errors. The evangelist re- 
fused to pay the $1,000, and hence he 
is being sued. I think I can show this 
preacher, if I care to, not 51 scientific 
errors, but about 51,000 of them. 


There is not a priest, minister or 
theologian in existence who can prove 
the bible scientifically correct, nor 1s 
there a priest, minister or theologian 
who can prove that one single manu- 
script covering the bible has ever 
been known to exist. If we ask the 
church for the same evidence which 
would be required to prove title to a 
piece of property, the church cannot 
produce that evidence. It will tell you 
that it never has had in its possession, 
the slightest scrap of legal evidence 
that its story is true, historically or 
any other way. Usually, when pressed 
for such evidence, we are met with the 
assumption that since the advent of 
Jesus Christ the greatest reformation 
the world has ever seen came into 
being, but that is not true, as one 
glance at the world to date will re- 
veal. 


There is such a thing as believing 
in a system of theology just because 
one was raised in it and taught to 
believe in it, but it has always been 
my contention that, in such a serious 
matter as God, the evidence for or 
against any theory we are asked to 
believe, should be overwhelming. It is 
overwhelming—against the truth of 
the Christian theory of God as wrap- 
ped up in the story of Jesus Christ. 
The theory cannot be proved true, and 
it can be proved false, according to 
the rules of legal evidence. There- 
fore, the truth lies somewhere else, 
and apart from anything the Chris- 
tian church has ever taught about 
God. It’s a nice theory. It’s a fine 
thing to give the keys to the King- 
dom of God into the hands of some 
church organization, thereby giving ix 
tne say as to who shall “inherit eter- 
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nal life” and who shall not inherit 
eternal life. That, I say, is a fine 
thing from the standpoint of the 
church which makes such an asinine 
and absurd claim. 


However, the Spirit of God is not 
to be bound by the rules, creeds, or 
dogmas of any church. As a matter of 
fact, while all men may know instant- 
ly the fullness of the Power of the 
Spirit of God, this fullness may be 
known in its completeness entirely 
outside of anything any church teach- 
es. One might find God much easier 
without believing these absurd theo- 
ries than by believing them. For re- 
ligion after religion has presented to 
the world crucified god after crucified 
god, and still the world is on the brink 
of disaster even as I write this, in 
spite of all the crucified gods and in 
spite of all the churches existing on 
the earth today. Hence, one may very 
well make the statement that the bible 
story of Jesus Christ as God is little 
more than a church organization. It 
never has been more than that. For 
the Spirit of God lives on this earth 
as the life which is in each one of 
us; and, through that life, we each 
may, if we so desire, come to know 
the fullness of the Power of the Spirit 
of God. This is a perfectly normal 
and natural way to find God. The

Many letters have been received from 
such good people, and one before me 
now states: “Can’t you tell us who 
haven’t joined your organization how 
We, too, may know the Power of God ne 
I shall be glad to. As a matter of 
fact, the first thing I shall do when 
someone endows this Movement, is to 
print our Lessons by the millions and 
give them away free to everyone who 
wants them. The making of more than 
expenses has never yet entered into 
the Movement. It never will. 


There has always been the longing 
in our hearts to tell everyone just 
how he may find and use the Power of 
the Spirit of God in his everyday life 
and affairs. We want that more than 
anything else, and while, of course, I 
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cannot put this whole Teaching into 
one magazine article, I may perhaps, 
be able to give you just a few concrete 
exercises which will make God a very 
real Power to you. That’s what God 
should be to you, for that’s what God 
really is. The most dynamic Spiritual 
Power this world has ever known. The 
trouble about disclosing the source of 
Spiritual Power to the people is that 
many of them think that you cannoż 
possibly know anything about the 
Power of the Spirit of God unless you 
subscribe, at least nominally (and that 
is the only way you can subscribe), 
to the theory that all Spiritual Power 
must come through a belief in Jesus 

It will be necessary, therefore, to 
put to one side all reference to Jesus 
or to Buddha, or to any of the rest of 
the “gods”; for if you try to link up 
the actual Power of the Spirit of 
God with any of them, you will be 
disappointed. A minister said to me 
the other day: “I can’t see why it is 
necessary for me to give up my belief 
in Jesus in order to know the Power 
of the Spirit of God.” I said to him: 
“If the story isn’t true, why try to 
hang onto it?” That made him think. 
The trouble with these “crucified 
gods” lies in the fact that if one has 
a belief in any of them, one cannot 
really know the Power of the Spirit 
of God. It’s almost an impossibility to 
look to any of these “gods” and know 
the True Spirit of God. That, in ef- 
fect, would be trying to secure the 
Power of the Spirit of God through 


an idol, and I don’t believe that can 
be done. 


Therefore, before I start to reveal 
to you a few thoughts which will 
make the Spirit of God very real to 
you, I must ask you to lay aside what- 
ever belief you may have in Jesus 
Christ as God. If you belong to an- 
other religion which worships a dif- 
ferent “crucified god,” I shall ask 
you to lay that one aside, too; for the 
Spirit of God manifests completely 
outside of these old pagan “gods.” 
Anyway, the fact that you “believe” 
in these “gods” does not make them 
true. It is not a case of what you “‘be- 
lieve”; it is a case of what are the 
facts. Facts as ever, speak louder than 
your words telling us what you think 
you believe. 


Now, the first thing to do in mak- 


ing the recognition of the Power of 
the Spirit of God in your life is to 
realize that God is an invisible Spirit 
of Life. Many other things are also 
part of the Spirit of God, but fun- 
damentally, that Great Spirit is Life 
and Power. Please understand that. 
Then, the second thing to realize is 
that this Great Spirit of Life und 
Power lives in you. It is the motivat- 
ing Power of you. It is the invisible 
impulse which gives you the ability 
to live, and think, and walk—in fact, 
it gives you the ability to live. It makes 
the invisible part of you part of the 
invisible Spirit of God, and the fact 
is that God lives in you. Were it not 
for this God-Power in you, you would 
not, and could not exist. 


That is the second point. First— 
God is invisible Life and Power. Sec- 
ond—this invisible Life and Power 
live in you. In essence, it is you. Now 
that’s a long way removed from the 
“Jesus” theory, isn’t it? It’s a fact, 
nevertheless, and none can controvert 
it. None should try. Only those who 
belong to a “crucified god” organiza- 
tion will try, and the only reason 
they will try is because this fact is 
contrary to what they believe. They 
would rather have the human race 
believe that it was “born in sin and 
shapen in iniquity,” requiring the 
death of a god to redeem man to hi! 
former state. What nonsense! 

I suggest that the new Student 
spend several days on: these two 
thoughts. First—God is the Spirit 
which is invisible Life and Power. 
Second—God is in you and manifests 
in you as the Life-Principle. Be sure

some virgin-born, church-originated

They 
do not believe it; but, where can they 
go to know the truth? And something 
else—if these stories of “crucified 
gods” such as Jesus Christ were true, 
why do not these gods demonstrate 
their existence now, when the whole 
structure of civilization is threatened ? 
Let me tell you why—they cannot, for 
they never existed. And any system 
of theology which teaches that they 
did, is teaching falsehood. 


God exists—there can be no ques- 
tion about that—and God can step 
into this sad world picture; and God 
will. But God can never do that 
through Jesus Christ or Jeseus 
Chrishna or through any one or all of 
the score of “crucified gods”..which 
have flashed across the world’s re- 
ligious horizon during the past few 
thousand years. The Spirit which is 
God exists here on the earth. It ex- 
ists in you and in me, and if we ever 
find the Power of God, we shall find 
that Power in us. That Great God- 
Power, brought to the surface, being 
all wisdom, all intelligence, and all 
Power, can stop these madmen. It 
can bring permanent peace to this 
old battle-scarred world. And that in- 
visible God is the only Power which 
can do that; so there will have to be a 
universal recognition of the present 
existence of God, here and now on the 
earth, and manifesting only through 
men and women who recognize that 
Divine Presence—in them. 


Fantastic days we live in. Fantas- 
tic things are to be manifested on 
this earth, as the Power which is 
God reveals itself to man. So then, 
may I say to every Student—don’t 
waste any time studying Paul, or 
Peter, or Matthew, or Jesus—look 
within yourself for the Power which 
is God—and there you will find it, 
for that is the only place you can find 
tes 
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These madmen have to be reckoned 
with now. Not tomorrow, but now; 
therefore, if God does not exist now, 
and if God does not exist in man, there 
is no hope whatsoever for the human 
race; for I’m saying to you now that 
there is no combination of peace-lov- 
ing peoples who can withstand the 
vicious battle power of these dictators. 
They are manifesting as the incar- 
nations of hell and horror. They will 
come to their untimely end; but they 
will never be brought to their knees 
by human power. Only by the Power 
of the Spirit of God in those of us 
who have common sense enough to 
believe in God, in us, here and now. 

Let every Student, at 9 a.m., 12 
noon, 6 p.m., and again at 9 p.m. 
keep quiet for one moment. Close the 
eyes for a few seconds, and, in in- 
tense earnestness, and visualizing a 
picture of Hitler, say this, “The Spirit 
of God will bring your downfall.” 
I’m asking you to do this. Never mind 
if it seems useless—I know what I am 
talking about, and if all of my follow- 
ers do that, and keep it up, we shall 
see whether or not the invisible Spirit 
of God is not more powerful than the 
hellish bombs, submarines, etc., of 
these insane hell-begotten mishaps 
such as Hitler and others of his ilk. 
It is now God against these earthly 
powers. God will triumph — not 
through the church, but through men 
and women who know the Power of 
the Spirit of God—in them.

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Usiness of having to kill God to re- 
deem the race is all balderdash. It is 
ER Superstition. It never should 
ma been believed here in enlightened 
E iw The fact that the theory is 
s universally discarded, and the 
. rches teaching it dying out so fast, 

evidence, incontrovertible, that the 


story is not true. The truth of the 
whole matter is that your body is the 
temple of the Spirit of God, and you 
may, any time you care to, draw upon 
the Power of the Spirit of God in you 
for whatever things you find you 
need in this life, and that means also 
in all life. For life is life and not death 
in any sense of the word. Life cannot 
die. Once it is created, it never ends. 
The body will die, but not the Spirit 
of God in you, and that’s all your life 
is anyway. 

Now then, study these three facts 
until you fully grasp them. Then 
comes the most important part of 
your work. You know of the existence 
of the Spirit of God in you. Now you 
have the wonderful task before you 
of getting acquainted with the Spirit 
of God in you, testing it out, and dem- 
onstrating Its Power. That is a won- 
derful experience, and one which will 
take your breath away with its first 
manifestations. They will be small, 
for you are not too apt to be able to 
recognize to the very full what God 
in you actually means. You will, in 
just the measure you accept God in 
you, be able to manifest whatever it 
is you need. It makes no difference 
what that may be. Money, health, 
freedom, joy, peace, etc. All good 
things the Spirit of God will give you 
when you are ready to take them. 
And, once the actual fact of the Pres- 
ence and Power of the Spirit of God 
is grasped by you, then to that degree 
will you be able to draw unto yourself 
all those things. 

Now, what is the *»est way to get 
acquainted with God? Let me tell 
you first what is the best way not to 
find God. Do not try to find the Power 
of God on your knees. Never “pray” 
in the accepted sense of the word. 
Don’t get down beside the chair or 
the bed and say, “Oh Lord, in Thy 
great mercy have pity on me for I am 
a guilty, lost, hell-deserving sinner, 
saved only by your blood.” If you do 
that, I can tell you, you never will 
find God; but, remembering that God 
is All-Intelligence, speak very confi- 
dently to God just as you would talk 
to me. Get alone, and there, while all 
alone, talk with God. Get acquainted 
with this invisible guest in you. Don’t 
think because you don’t get an audible 
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answer that God is not there. You 
must remember that God is the in- 
visible Spirit of Life and Power. The 
Spirit of God will answer you through 
actions—not in an audible voice. God 
cannot speak audibly because God is 
Spirit. Audible speech is a physical 
effect. So then, as you get acquainted 
with the Spirit which is God in you— 
you talk with God in an audible, ma- 
terial, physical voice, and the Spirit 
of God answers you in the voice of 
Spirit, and that Spirit brings action 
materially and spiritually. 

I have a little affirmation I use in 
my Lessons. Here it is: “I believe in 
the Power of the Living God.” Then, 
after that, I recommend this state- 
ment: “I am finding the Power of the 
Living God.” As soon as you have dis- 
covered that the Spirit of God is living 
and acting in you, these affirmations 
are not necessary. You can then talk 
with God, through the spiritual con- 
nection you have made, any time. And 
God, knowing what the spoken desires 
of your heart are, will bring those 
desires into actual manifestation. So 
then, you may get alone, talk to God, 
and just as sure as you live and rec- 
ognize the Power that is God in you, 
you will receive the evidence that God 
is there, and in addition to that, you 
will sooner or later come to the place 
in which you let God do the prompt- 
ing, and not you. Your life will syn- 
chronize with the Greater Life in 
you, and you will then most certainly 
be ‘‘born of the Spirit.” 

I wish I had the space to write 
more to you. I have, however, given 
you the three fundamentals of how 
to realize the Power of the Spirit of 
God in you. Now go and do as I have 
suggested. Keep on getting more and 
more acquainted with God, because I 
promise you there are depths of spir- 
itual peace and Power which you can 
attain through the Spirit of God, and 
which you can attain in no other way. 
Forget all about crucifixions, bloody 
murders on crosses, hell-fire, purga- 
tory, etc., and make your life what 
God intended it should be. Do it God’s 
way, by recognizing in you the actual 
Power of the Spirit of God, which 
gives you life moment by moment, and 
which will keep you moment by mo- 
ment if you will allow it to. 
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How a Christian 
May Find God 


The question is asked me many a 
time by good honest Christians, how 
they may find God. It’s going to be 
a good deal harder for a Christian to 
find God than one whose religious 
nature has kept itself untrammeled 
by old religious and pagan super- 
stitions which are masquerading as 
being true religion. Yet it can be done, 
for a great many of my Students are 
former members of some branch of 
Christianity. 

The one who never had any use for 
Christianity or for any other system 
of “orthodox” religion, finds God 
much easier, I have found; for there 
has to be no struggle between “the 
church” and his or her conscience. 
When a man or woman who has no use 
for “orthodoxy” or for anything it 
teaches finds our Lessons, he or she, 
at once, sees the beautiful truths of 
the Spirit of God. No statements 
which stretch the imagination to be- 
lieve are ever made by us. We do not 
tell our inquirers that Jesus died to 
save them from their ‘‘sins.’’. We.do 
not tell them that, if they do not be- 
lieve what we teach, “they shall all 
perish,” as the Christian tells them. 

All we do in our Lessons and lit- 
erature is to logically and reasonably 
present a logical and reasonable pic- 
ture of God. We tell the inquirer 
who and what God really is, and where 
God really is. The mind at once sees 
what we are driving at, and, grasping 
the true fact of the existence of the 
Spirit of God in man, the inquirer at 
once puts our philosophy to the test 
and the infinite Spirit of God, as al- 
ways, responds. Forever after that, 
this inquirer knows enough to use 
the Power of the Spirit of God all 
through life. 

The Christian, however, is serious- 
ly hampered. He has been used to 
looking for Jesus to come back to 
earth. He has been told that while on 
the earth, he is a “pilgrim along a 
thorny and narrow way, which very 
few ever find,” and the inferiority 
complex concerning God is usually 
pretty firmly planted in his nature. 
Fear and superstition are there, and 
both of these have to go before such 
a one can actually see and grasp the 
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truth of the indwelling Spirit of God 
in his life, here and now. For years, 
he has listened to some preacher or 
priest prate about the virgin Mary 
and tell about the merits of Paul and 
Peter and Jesus. These philosophies 
have become part of his or her nature, 
and it is very hard indeed for the 
Christian to ever find God. 

I suggest that Christians who really 
want to know the truths and the 
Power of God, read “Gleams Over 
the Horizon,” securable from us here 
in Moscow, Idaho. After reading that 
book, and, after seeing the complete 
paganism of what Christianity teach- 
es, the way to know God will be made 
much easier. God is recognized in the 
life by reason, and not by “faith.” The 
Christian religion teaches that “‘with- 
out faith it is impossible to please 
God.” Well, with faith, it is well nigh 
impossible to please God, if by “faith” 
you mean any system of religion 
which teaches a crucified god. 

Let every Christian who wants to 
know God, first find out the falsity of 
what he has been taught. Then, when 
that<picture is completely obliterat- 
ed, the True Light of the Spirit of 
God will come into the life. 


Disaster Ahead 


A Student in Seattle asks my hon- 
est opinion of what the future holds. 
I wish I knew. I know in a general 
way and can give you that informa- 
tion, but I’m afraid blood is going to 
flow like water on this earth, which 
could be so beautiful if man would 
only recognize ‘the Spirit of God in 
him. I predict that Hitler is a long 
way from being licked. I also should 
not be surprised to see England sub- 
jected to the most dastardly bombing 
it has ever known. For certainly she 
is vulnerable. I believe she will get 
the worst of it, having to. move her 
seat of government, perhaps td’ Can- 
ada. France and Germany will prob- 
ably get together; while the. UiS: 
will have to keep both eyes on the 
Pacific; for I believe there are things 
in the offing in that ocean. 

I believe the most ghastly and hor- 
rible times of bloodshed are upon us. 
Then, in the middle of this confla- 
gration, this “Psychiana” Movement
